How To Get The Best Results 
From Export Advertising

ISCUSSING the increased sale of United Kingdom goods to the United States, the Board 
Dz Trade Journal of May 26, quoting from the Economic Suryey recently prepared by the 
staff of Her Majesty’s Embassy in Washington, emphasized one highly significant phrase: 
‘Goods are sold, not bought.’ 

It is the sole function of export advertising to sell goods abroad. Many British manufacturers 
would be prepared to spend more on export advertising if they could: be certain to increase their 
export sales thereby; but because so much good money has been wasted on advertising overseas, 
some manufacturers whose home sales are only a fraction of their exports, spend on advertising in 
almost the reverse ratio, whilst others spend nothing at all. 


How then can the best results from export advertising be obtained? 

It is extremely easy to waste money on export eridone f by CF amie local distributors to 
spend the advertising allowance without careful sw evi mete | se eager ta ioiahd “Wilteever 
the arguments a sales agent or distributor may put for his handling of advertising, in the final 
analysis it is the British manufacturer who has to pay the bill. 

An exporter would be advised either to carry out the overseas advertising himself or employ 


a qualified agency to do it for him. If he does it himself he should use only reputable, local advertising 


agencies. To find these, or check their reliability, tony nessa) f conte the United Kingdom 
Government’s Commercial Representative in the markets. concerned. But direct sinios 
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ee multitude of local advertising agencies are both difficult and costly. 
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Institute of Practitioners in Advertising at 44 Belgrave Square, 
S.W.1, will be pleased to place their services at the disposal of any 
exporter. 

Even when an exporter has overseas companies, it is often 
advantageous to use an agency to supervise the advertising of the 
local companies, who are seldom equipped to do it as efficiently as 
Head Office. A British manufacturer of baby foods, for example, 
has in this way ensured world-wide recognition and acceptance of 
his products, with the result that his export sales, in seven years, have 
risen by over 300 per cent.~not by any extravagant advertising 
expenditure, but solely by entrusting the work to experts. 

At the same time a manufacturer cannot expect to be given an 
overseas advertising service as efficient as he gets at home, for the 
same cost. If he pays his home agency, for example, 15 per cent. of 
his expenditure, he will have to pay at least 20 per cent. for his overseas 
advertising. But remember, in most dollar account countries such 
as the United States and Canada, the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department will insure the United Kingdom manufacturer against 
up to 50 per cent. of possible losses, if the cost of the promotion 
activities is not covered by an agreed total sale, over a stated period. 


Research is a First Essential 


Having agreed on the machinery for handling export advertising, 
how does one start operations? The answer lies in one word — 
RESEARCH. 

The difficulty with the export trade is that far too many generaliza- 
tions are made about it. Few manufacturers, if any, sell in, or can 
afford to develop, every market of the world. Only certain goods 
can be profitably developed by advertising in particular countries 
of the world. 

One should, therefore, firstly decide on which goods, and in which 
markets, it is worth while to spend money on advertising. This calls 
for the closest co-operation between a number of people — the manu- 
facturer, the British advertising agency, the manufacturer’s overseas 
sales agents and the agency’s overseas representatives. 

Normally, a sum of money is set aside for advertising overseas, 
varying in size according to the estimated overseas sales revenue. 
This is then allocated to those countries where it is felt advertising 
will have the most worthwhile effect. Do not follow the example of 
a manufacturer of household textiles who spent money in markets 
where local production was increasingly protected by high customs 
tariffs. He should have concentrated on those markets where local 
production was less likely. A glass manufacturer, selling many different 
kinds of glass in nearly every country of the world, has rightly decided 
to concentrate his overseas advertising in those markets where building 
development is most marked. 

A highly specialized approach is absolutely essential if good 
results are to be obtained from advertising, and these can only be 
achieved by constant research before, during, and after the operation. 

This research can be carried out, partly by the manufacturer from 
all the information he will already possess, by visits overseas of his 
export personnel, and partly by his British advertising agency, 
either by personal overseas travel or through their associate agencies, 
or by the Commercial Representatives of the United Kingdom 
Government in the countries concerned. 


Approach the Right Audience 


Not everyone in the world can be persuaded to buy every British 
product. It is important, therefore, that an advertising message 
should be directed only at precisely the right audience. This will 
dictate the advertising media that should be used. 

It is probably true that in most export markets it is cheaper to 
reach most potential purchasers by the Press. There are many 
thousands of publications in the world. In each market only those 
should be used which are read by the particular audience needed. 

It is necessary to be ruthlessly firm in all overseas media selection. 


For the advertising of tractors, for example, in the Middle East, 
one may need to use publications which are seen not only by farmers 
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but also by Governments, the banks and officials who influence the 
sale of tractors by granting credit. 

Radio advertising plays an integral part in family life in both North 
and South America, just as television advertising does in the United 
States — and as it will shortly in a number of other overseas countries 
such as Australia. Similarly cinema advertising, by the use of films 
and filmlets, has become extremely important in reaching the less 
educated people of regions like India, Africa, and the Far East. 

International media are valuable in covering many markets thinly, 
where advertising appropriations are insufficient to allow local media 
to be used. International media can also effectively be used to back 
up local media. But again, be careful in their selection, and insist on 
accurate circulation figures, with facts about their readers. 

And use media only at the right time. To advertise capital goods 
in the Middle East, for example, in the very hot weather, will probably 
be less effective than in the cooler weather when development projects 
are generally planned. 


Put Over the Right Message in Most Suitable Way 


It is easy to buy space or time, but considerably more difficult to 
use it effectively. This is probably the hardest part of export advertis- 
ing, and often the most neglected. It is in this ‘creative’ approach that 
export markets differ most from each other. 

Take the simple announcement of a new product. In the United 
States, conditioned as Americans are to hard-hitting and hard-selling 
statements, it would probably be done with screaming headlines, 
bold type — success and ‘news value’ in every word. In Sweden, on 
the other hand, a more restrained way, with more thoughtful reasons 
given for buying the product, would be preferable. In the Far East — 
for, say, a Chinese audience — it might be better to announce in a 
humble and even somewhat apologetic manner. 

Again, consider an advertisement dealing with machinery. In 
Western Europe one might find that whereas the emphasis in, say 
Belgium, would be on value for money, the Swiss prefer more detailed 
news of what the machine does. The Dutch might require a sober, 
practical combination of both selling messages, whereas the French 
prefer a more exciting appeal, as befits their temperament. Move 
over to Latin America, and one must emphasize the size and import- 
ance of the mamufacturer, because the Latin Americans need to be 
reassured that the British manufacturer is large and well-organized. 

In almost every case of unsuitable advertising overseas the errors 
occurred either because the advertiser had allowed his distributor 
to handle the advertising without proper supervision, or because he 
did not use the services of a qualified agency. 

What can one say of a British advertiser who pays for an advertise- 
ment in Arabic in a Persian publication? I saw it myself recently in 
Tehran. Or again, the British advertiser in Venezuela who put out 
an advertisement showing a typical English winter scene, such as was 
thrust into my hands by an angry importer in Caracas. 

One can only persuade people to buy British goods by speaking 
to them in the language of their own country. 


For Manufacturers of Capital Goods 


Many who read these words will be manufacturers of capital goods. 
They will probably say: “This is all very well for consumer goods, 
but capital goods have only a few customers in each country. The 
local sales agents call on these potential customers frequently, so 
advertising is just a waste of money.’ 

Experience has shown that this argument is becoming increasingly 
less valid. In these days it is the habit of overseas customers to buy, 
all other things being equal, from the manufacturer whose name and 
reputation are better than the others’. Imperial Chemical Industries 
have shown what excellent results a world-wide institutional advertis- 
ing campaign can achieve. But even they advertise less extensively 
than the Americans, the Germans, the Japanese and even the ‘satellite’ 
countries. 

Moreover, no one ever has literally only one customer. In any one 
firm or Government department importing capital goods there will 
always be several people concerned with the contract. The local sales 
agent cannot hope to know or influence all these people all the time. 

Suppose a hydro-electric power station is to be built in India, or 
a bridge is to be built in Denmark. If one examines the materials

supplied to the contractors, in almost every case they are the products 
of manufacturers whose names are household words in their particular 
sphere. What made them household words? The quality of their 
merchandise, their price and delivery dates, their service — all have 
played their part; but behind stands their reputation. That is a thing 
of the mind. And it is there that advertising plays the vital part. 


Never has there been a greater need for more British advertising 
of capital goods in overseas markets than at the present time in 
North America, Latin America, the Middle East and Western 
Europe — the markets where the United Kingdom must sell more 


if we are to survive. 


Advertising is not, unfortunately, something to be turned on and

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off like a tap. One cannot influence people’s minds overnight. It takes 
time to build a reputation — to people to purchase one’s 
products in preference to those of one’s competitors. 

Let me quote again from the Economic Survey of the United 
States: ‘Since an advertising campaign must be sustained, its cost 
must be allowed for in the price of the product.’ Every United King- 
dom exporter should see, firstly, that such an allowance is made. 
He should then place himself in the hands of a qualified British 
agency and, with their assistance, build for himself an acceptance for 
his products which will ensure a steady export sale, at a profitable 
return to himself. 

Advertising is an investment. It should be treated as carefully and 
at the same high level, as any other company investment. 


How a Firm Expanded Overseas Sales from 23 per cent. 
to 28 per cent. in 18 Months

Ours IS A YOUNG COMPANY formed at the end of 1947: we 
moved from London to Newmarket a year later, and at that time had 
about 30 employees. 

Our first export effort was the exhibiting of a caravan at Utrecht 
in 1947. This brought us many inquiries but no sales, and we made 
no serious attempt to push exports until 1949 because we realized 
that our product of those early days was not likely to ‘make the grade.’ 
In 1950, however, we decided to go for overseas publicity wherever 
we could get it, and to this end we entered a competitive rally for 
‘the longest distance towed in ten days,’ finishing at Florence. We 
covered 4,400 miles in the ten days and won the award. This venture 
gave us publicity that resulted in inquiries sufficient to justify the 
appointment of agents in Belgium, Switzerland and Italy. 

Thus encouraged, we decided to do a long-distance ‘fast tow’ 
around the Mediterranean in 1951. This time we completed

10,000 miles in 41 days, with six sea-crossings, and earned editorial 
publicity i in the motoring press and caravan magazines over most of 
the world. The trip also showed up certain weaknesses in the caravan. 

We are still reaping the benefits of that experience. Direct results 
were the starting of agencies in New Zealand and requests for agencies 
in several other countries. These we had to refuse the in- 
creased demands of our existing markets were taking all our production, 
and we were waiting for planning permission to develop a new factory 
pect We thought it illogical to have a large number of agents without 

enough goods to go round. 
It is interesting to compare our position to-day with our position 


in 1949. Production has increased sevenfold since then and exports, 
which as recently as 18 months ago stood at 2} per cent., now represent 
approximately 28 per cent. of our turnover. 


Planning - and Results - of a World Tour 


In 1954 we launched a new agent in Germany, and in 1956, with 
approval for our new factory site, we have been able to grant agencies 
in France, Sweden and Venezuela. We still have in meeting 
current demand, but because we now had a new factory under con- 
struction it was decided that as Managing Director, I should make an 
exploratory trip round the world. My itinerary was: Bagdad, Kirkuk 
and Mosul, in Iraq; Rangoon, to meet a distributor; Singapore; 
Sydney; a week in New Zealand to visit our distributor and agents in 
an established and growing market; Vancouver, Victoria (B.C.), San 
Francisco, Caracas, New York, Montreal; and so home. 

Plans were laid six months in advance. Our original inquiries began

We have three new distributor-stockists and one representative in 
dollar countries, and two distributors in other countries who are 
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understanding about general policy. Some people feel justified in 
levelling criticism at certain British manufacturers who, in turn, 
through their agents, give the impression that they resent such 
criticism. The natural consequence is that it takes years for products 
to become adjusted to local requirements. This is largely due to the 
failure of British manufacturers to visit their people overseas. Some 
agents, I was told, have not seen their principals during the entire 
period of their association — in some cases up to 25 years. Consequently, 
it is understandably difficult for the home manufacturer to realize 
that different peoples have vastly varying tastes. (Even when these 
markets have been visited it is sometimes hard to realize how much 
their tastes vary.) Other people complained that when some firms do 
send representatives, these have no authority and a very limited 
knowledge of the firms they represent, and are therefore unable to 
answer questions about the product. Some visiting representatives 
have not even bothered to take the questions back with them. 

It must be remembered that visitors invariably make contact with 
overseas firms at director level, and the firms feel that the repre- 
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sentatives sent to visit them should be of comparable status. Their 
complaints, which at some risk one accepts almost as normal, were 
‘lack of service and spares’ and ‘poor delivery.’ I felt very strongly 
that there would not be any balance-of-payments problem if more firms 
made an effort to go and see for themselves and make direct contact. 


Before I made this journey I had an idea that Britain’s future as a 
manufacturing nation depended very largely on specialist items, such 
as aeroplanes and atomic power equipment, but now this feeling has 
changed. There is an infinite variety of insignificant things that people 
overseas want. They simply do not know that these exist in Britain, 
and, if they do, they do not know where to get hold of them. While it 
is true that complaints of one sort or another are also levelled at other 
exporting countries, it is equally true that no one gets on by being as 
bad as his competitor. 


Go and see the people. The people are always pleased to 
see you. 


Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL INDEX of Production for June 1956 prepared 
by the Central Statistical Office is 136, seasonally corrected. This 
compares with 134 in May and the improvement in production has 
brought the index up to the level of February-April. In the manu- 
facturing sector, the index for June, at 140 seasonally corrected, 
shows a recovery in production to the April level.

U.K. Heavy Engineering Mission 
to India 


A UNITED KINGDOM Heavy Engineering Mission, under the 
Chairmanship of Sir Eric Coates, will be going to India in October 
to advise on the further extension of heavy machinery manufacturing 
capacity during the period of the second Five-Year Plan. 

The Mission, which will include representatives of the British 
heavy engineering industry, has been formed under the joint auspices 
of the Federation of British Industries and the Colombo Plan.

Import Duties Drawback Orders 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 11) 
Order, 1956, which continues the allowance of drawback (previously 
allowed by the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) Order, 1956) of 
Customs duty on imported coated aluminium foil (of the kind 
specified in the Schedule to the Order) used in the manufacture of 
certain metallic yarn which is exported or shipped as stores. 


The Order comes into operation to-day and has been published as 
Statutory Instruments 1956, No. 1337 (price 3d., by post 5d.). 

The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 12) Order, 1956, which increases, from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 11d. per 
Ib., the rate of drawback allowable in respect of Customs duty paid 
on certain imported hatters’ fur used in the manufacture of hats, 
bonnets, etc., which are exported or shipped as stores. 

The Order, which came into operation yesterday, has been pub- 
lished as Statutory Instruments 1956, No. 1338 (price 2d., by post 4d.). 

The Orders are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches. 


New Air Services Approved 


THE MINISTER of Transport and Civil Aviation, after considering 
the recommendations of the Air Transport Advisory Council, has 
approved the operation of the following air services: 
A Vehicle Ferry Service between Isle of Man (Ronaldsway) and 
Belfast (Newtownards); Silver City Airways Ltd., until December 31, 
1961. 
An Internal Service between Newcastle and Belfast; Dragon Airways 
Ltd., until March 31, 1960. 

The Minister, after considering the recommendations of the Air 
Transport Advisory Council, has also approved the following applica- 
tion for an amendment to air services: 

To include an optional traffic stop at Marseilles on the route 
Southampton Water-Genoa and/or Santa Margherita; Aquila Airways 
Ltd., until May 31, 1962. 


Suspension of Import Duty on Blast 
Furnace Ferro-Manganese 


THE TREASURY have made an Order which exempts blast furnace 
ferro-manganese from import duty for a period ending on March 18, 
1957. 

The new Order, the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 9) Order, 
1956 (S.I. No. 1339), which came irito operation on August 31, 
may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, or from any bookseller 
(price 3d., by post 5d.). 


Investment Allowances for Fuel 
Economy Plant 


THE TREASURY have made the Investment Allowances (Fuel 
Economy Plant) Order, 1956. 

Section 15 (3) (b) Finance Act, 1956, provides that investment 
allowances are to be continued for expenditure incurred after February 
17, 1956, on prescribed fuel-saving plant if it is installed by way of 
modification or replacement of plant in use in the United Kingdom. 
This Order, made under Section 15 (4), prescribes a list of the fuel- 
saving plant and the conditions, if any, upon which such plant is 
prescribed. 


The Order came into operation on August 23 and has been pub- 
lished as Statutory Instruments 1956, No. 1295, and is obtainable 
from’ H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches, price 3d. (by post 5d.). 


Economic Progress of Middle East 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS IN THE MIDDLE EAST in 1954-55 
are reviewed in a supplement to the World Economic Survey, 1955, 
published by the United Nations. 


The report draws attention to the large increase in population in 
the Middle East — nearly 10 per cent. in the past four years; to the 
importance of the oil industry to the oil states, and to the dependence 
of the other countries on the fate of their staple crops. It is observed 
that difficulties in marketing exports appear in part responsible for 
the shift towards Eastern Europe in the direction of trade of some 
of the countries of the Middle East. 

The expansion of industrial output was relatively great in 1954-55 
but was largely dependent, in those countries without oil revenues, 
on the purchasing power of the farming community. In the oil states 
oil revenues accrued faster than the rate at which they could effectively 
be used for development, and some of the money started to filter 
through to finance development in other countries of the region. 

Although the unsettled political situation with its accompaniment 
of heavy defence expenditures hampered rapid industrial develop- 
ment, the long term economic prospects of the Middle East are con- 
sidered to be rather favourable. 

The report contains a wealth of financial, trade, production and 
development statistics and a special chapter on the growth of the 
petroleum industry.

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Holland is Still Britain’s Biggest Export Market 
in Europe

IN AN ARTICLE published in this Journal in February 1954, we 
said that Holland had moved into the lead as the largest market for 
British goods in Europe. In the two years since then this happy relation- 
ship has been maintained and consolidated. British exports to Holland 
have increased from {49,910,000 in the first six months of 1954 to 
£57,141,000 in the same period of 1956. 


This has been mainly due to a great increase in Dutch imports 
as a whole, however, and Britain’s share in the market has remained 
unchanged at 8-4 per cent., while our three main competitors have 
over the same period shown increases: Belgium and Luxembourg 
from 16-9 per cent. to 19-2 per cent., Western Germany from 16-3 
per cent. to 17-8 per cent. and the United States from 11*3 per cent. 
to 14-3 per cent. The reasons for these increases are not difficult to 
find. The development of the Benelux Economic Union into an almost 
entirely free trade area has given Belgian exports a considerable 
advantage. Western Germany, excluded from the Dutch market 
after the war, is returning to her former position. The United States, 
whose exports were restricted through shortage of dollars, have since 
1954 had much the same chance in the Dutch market as European 
countries. 

Holland is by tradition one of Europe’s most vigorous trading 
nations, and depends on foreign trade even more than the United 
Kingdom’ does. Ree Be Bi Bag Fn ann eh ae 
to national income is probably the highest in the world, and stands 


at 100 per cent. compared with 40 per cent. for the United Kingdom. 
With a steadily expanding economy, which is being turned over 
increasingly to industry, and a fast growing the Nether- 
lands can offer a growing market for almost every category of British 
goods.

expansion of British trade with the Netherlands and the Dutch would 
welcome such a development. 

The first thing to be remembered about the Dutch market is that 
Holland is no longer the predominantly agricultural country that is 
sometimes pictured in tourist guide books. In fact, some 53 per cent. 
of the working population are engaged in manufacture and commerce 
and only 20 per cent. in agriculture. Holland has much the same 
climate and a population engaged in the same occupations as in 
the United Kingdom and therefore demands a very similar range of 
goods. 

What, then, are the main possibilities of expanding British exports 
in Holland? The broad position is that almost any British product 
from household articles to heavy machinery has a potential market. 
There is no market outside the Commonwealth for which British 
goods are so well suited, but with the proviso that since Holland is an 
open market each product must compete on even terms with the best 
standard of similar goods made in any of the other principal manu- 
facturing countries. Since the war the variety of British 
marketed in Holland has, in fact, been greatly extended. Holland is 
undertaking a programme of industrialization as a means of absorbing 
her growing population. Therefore, apart from the supply of basic 
raw materials and fuels coming from the sterling area, the best 
possibilities for extensive business lie in the field of semi-manufactured 
products such as steel goods, metal alloys, plastics, other non-ferrous 
materials and chemicals. Excellent possibilities also exist for the sale 
of internal combustion engines, industrial and electrical machinery 
of all kinds, excavating and earth-moving equipment, industrial 
control gear and technical instruments. Trade in all these items has 
been steadily increasing and was at a high level in 1955. 

There is also almost the whole range of atomic energy equipment, 
as Holland is eagerly developing her own atomic energy programme. 

The market for consumer and household goods is too wide to be 
surveyed here in any detail. It can safely be said, however, that most 
articles that are widely sold in the United Kingdom can be sold in 
Holland, provided they are competitive in price, style and delivery. 
A special word should be said about motor cars. The density of motor 
cars to population in Holland is still very low for a European country 
and, as there is no indigenous motor car industry, imports are high 
and are rising every year. As cars imported are still on quota, 
there is an increasing tendency to import them in parts and to assemble 
in Dutch factories. After the war, British cars dominated the market. 
In recent years German cars have taken the lead, and we are meeting 
severe competition from American and French cars. 


Why Our Share Has Shrunk 


The question now arises as to why British exports have not improved 
their position on the Dutch market. The reasons, as for most other 
markets, can conveniently be considered under the headings of 
price, style, delivery and market promotion. But first we should 
make it clear that many of the strictures which will be mentioned 
apply only to the minority of British firms. The majority of British 
exporters, and particularly those long established in the Dutch 
market, have done wonders in maintaining and improving their 
position, often cut-throat competition. It is the minority that 
have failed, for one or other of the above reasons, to sell their goods

We have used the word style rather than quality to cover the second 
difficulty, as it is in only a very few cases that complaints have been 
heard about the quality of British goods. There have, on the other 
hand, been many complaints that the style of British goods, from cars 
to saucepans, is based upon the requirements of the British market 
and does not take into account the different needs and tastes of the 
Dutch market. It is of course a truism that an export trade depends 
on a healthy home market, but it is too much to expect the Dutch 
consumer to accept precisely the same goods that are offered to his 
British counterpart. This applies particularly to textiles, tableware 
and kitchen goods. It may sometimes be possible to educate Dutch 
taste to a better appreciation of British styles by an extensive advertis- 
ing campaign, but this can only be embarked upon where the potential 
market is large enough to justify the cost. More generally, it is neces- 
sary to select, or produce, an article which conforms to local taste. 

A few years ago slow deliveries were one of the principal 
complaints heard about British exports, and this was heard again 
during last year’s dock strikes. It is perhaps less important now, 
especially since German delivery dates have shown signs of lengthening, 
but complaints on this score are still far too common to be met 
complacently. For this market it is of the utmost importance to honour 
a delivery date once it has been quoted; and most Dutch businessmen 
will prefer to be quoted a more distant date if they know that it will 
be honoured than a nearer date that may or may not be kept. Good 
after-sales service is also essential and is often the key to continued 
successful business. 


Accent on Market Promotion 


One of the most important, but fortunately also one of the most 
easily remedied, of the complaints heard against British exporters is 
the lack of adequate market promotion. It is a matter in which the 
Commercial Department of the British Embassy is particularly 
concerned, as we see far too often rather half-hearted attempts by 
British manufacturers to sell their goods in Holland without sufficient 
market research, inadequate, if any, advertising, and little attempt to 
make the product fit the needs of the Dutch consumer. It cannot be 
stressed too often that the Dutch market cannot be had for the mere 
asking. In many lines money must be spent, and perhaps losses accepted 
for the first year or two, in order to fertilize the ground. 

The services of this Commercial Department are always readily 
available and it is generally possible to provide useful information 
and to put exporters in touch with potential agents, but the staff of 
this Department cannot hope to be specialists in every field. Nothing 
can really replace the personal approach, if possible a visit from a 
senior executive of a British firm to his actual or potentiai agent in 
Holland. British firms entering this market for the first time have 
often found that a market investigation by a representative on the 
spot, lasting from a fortnight to three months, has been necessary 
before substantial business could be obtained. Participation in or a 
visit to one of the main Dutch trade fairs is a quick way of exploring 
the market and can also be recommended. 

Once a business connection has been established, British exporters 
can generally depend on their Dutch agents for advice about develop- 
ments in the market. There have been complaints that some firms are 
inclined to ignore such advice if it involves changing their products 
or their prices in some particular to suit the requirements of the market. 
A comment repeatedly heard here is that German firms seem much 
more ready to act on the suggestions of their selling agents. 

There is at present no British Chamber of Commerce in the 
Netherlands, although efforts have been made recently to try and get 
one started. The necessary support for such a Chamber was forth- 
coming from the Dutch side but unfortunately there has not so far 
been sufficient interest on the part of British firms. The establishment 
of a Chamber of Commerce would do much to help the United 
Kingdom to retain and improve her position in this market. 

A final point, which perhaps summarizes the present position, is 
that British exports to Holland now come from almost the whole range 
of British industry: in consequence, many individual British exporters 
sending only a small proportion of their export output to Holland, 
tend to regard the Dutch market as of marginal importance, and 
overlook the strength and extent of the total market potential, This 
has led to a widespread Dutch feeling that British exporters prefer 
to rely on Commonwealth markets rather than fight for a large and 
expanding market at their doorstep. 
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Anglo-Brazilian Payments 


THE BANK OF BRAZIL has authorized a further sterling remittance 
of £598,005 under the Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement of 
October 1, 1953. This brings the total of remittances authorized up 
to some £28 million and covers all applications for the remittance of 
sterling which were approved by the Bank of Brazil up to and including 
October 11, 1952. 

Brazil has now authorized the remittance of £6,015,000 during the 
third year of the Agreement, i.e. since October 1, 1955. The minimum 
annual amortization laid down by the Agreement is £6 million.

France Joins Brazil Multilateral ‘Club’ 


By AN AGREEMENT signed in Rio de Janeiro on August 23 and 
coming into force immediately, France is joining the system of multi- 
lateral trade and payments between Brazil on the one hand and the 
United Kingdom, Western Germany, Italy, Austria, the Netherlands 
and the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union on the other.

Bulgaria and Syria 


A COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT between Bulgaria and Syria has 
been signed at Damascus. 

The Agreement, which is still subject to ratification, is for one 
year, renewable automatically, but it may be terminated by either 
party on giving three months’ notice before the end of any year. 

With certain exceptions the Agreement confers most-favoured- 
nation treatment. It also provides for the establishment of commercial 
representation in both capitals. Payments will be made in United 
States dollars or in any other currency acceptable to the exporter. 
A joint Commission will be formed to supervise the smooth working 
of the Agreement. 

According to lists of commodities annexed to the Agreement, 
Bulgaria will export industrial, electrical and agricultural 
timber, ceramics, chemicals, textile and radio apparatus. Syria will 
supply agricultural products, such as cotton, wool, skins, fruit and 
meat. 

An Exchange of Letters also annexed to the Agreement amplifies 
points made in the text. Bulgaria undertakes to import from Syria 
goods of a total value not less than 75 per cent. of the value of Syria’s 
imports from Bulgaria. Bulgaria also undertakes to train Syrian 
specialists and provide other technical assistance. Both parties agree 
to encourage tourism between their two countries.

UNITED STATES 
Valuation of Goods for Purposes of Customs Duty 


AN ARTICLE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on August 
25 (page 457) about the United States Customs Simplification Act 
of 1956 and its effect upon the valuation provisions of the United 
States Tariff Act of 1930. The original section 402 relating to valuation 
has been redesignated ‘Sec. 402a. Value (Alternative)’ and will apply 
only to those products the assessment of which would otherwise 
have been reduced by 5 per cent. or more, i.e. those items which 
will be included in the list to be published in 1957. 

The provisions of the new Sec. 402, which are quoted below, will 
in due course apply to all products not listed. 


‘Sec. 402. Value. 

‘(a) Basis. - Except as otherwise specifically provided for in this 
Act, the value of imported merchandise for the purposes of this Act 
shall be: 

*(1) the export value, or 

‘(2) if the export value cannot be determined satisfactorily, then 

the United States value, or 


‘(3) if neither the export value nor the United States value can be 
determined satisfactorily, then the constructed value; 
except that, in the case of an imported article subject to a rate of duty 
based on the American selling price of a domestic article, such value 
shall be: 


‘(4) the American selling price of such domestic article. 


‘(b) Export Vauug. — For the purposes of this section, the export 
value of ‘imported merchandise shall be the price, at the time of 
exportation to the United States of the merchandise undergoing 
appraisement, at which such or similar merchandise is freely sold or, 
in the absence of sales, offered for sale in the principal markets of the 
country of exportation, in the usual wholesale quantities and in the 
ordinary course of trade, for exportation to the United States, plus, 
when not included in such price, the cost of all containers and cover- 
ings of whatever nature and all other expenses incidental to placing 
the merchandise in condition, packed ready for shipment to the United 
States. 


‘(c) Untrep States Va.ur. — For the purposes of this section, the 
United States value of imported merchandise shall be the price, at 
the time of exportation to the United States of the merchandise 
undergoing appraisement, at which such or similar merchandise is 
freely sold or, in the absence of sales, offered for sale in the principal 
market of the United States for domestic consumption, packed ready 
for delivery, in the usual wholesale quantities and in the ordinary 
course of trade, with allowances made for: 

‘(1) any commission usually paid or agreed to be paid, or the 
addition for profit and general expenses usually made, in 
connection with sales in such market of imported merchandise 
of the same class or kind as the merchandise undergoing 
appraisement; 

‘(2) the usual costs of transportation and insurance and other 
usual expenses incurred with respect to such or similar 
merchandise from the place of shipment to the place of 
revere not including any expense provided for in subdivision 

‘(3) the ordinary customs duties and other Federal taxes currently 
payable on such or similar merchandise by reason of its 
importation, and any Federal excise taxes on, or wane Rea? by 
the value of, such or similar merchandise, for which vendors at 
wholesale in the United States are ordinarily liable. 


‘If such or similar merchandise was not so sold or offered at the 
time of exportation of the merchandise undergoing appraisement, the 


United States value shall be determined, subject to the foregoing 
specifications of this subsection, from the price at which such or similar 
merchandise is so sold or offered at the earliest date after such time 
of exportation but before the expiration of 90 days after the importation 
of the merchandise undergoing appraisement. 

‘(d) Construcrep VaLur. — For the purposes of this section, the 

constructed value of imported merchandise shall be the sum of: 

‘(1) the cost of materials (exclusive of any internal tax applicable 
in the country of exportation directly to such materials or 
their disposition, but remitted or refunded upon the exporta- 
tion of the article in the production of which such materials 
are used) and of fabrication or other processing of any kind 
employed in producing such or similar merchandise, at a time 
preceding the date of exportation of the merchandise under- 
going appraisement which would ordinarily permit the produc- 
tion of that particular merchandise in the ordinary course of 
business ;

sold for domestic consumption in the ordinary course of trade and in 
the usual wholesale quantities, at the time of exportation of the

Cotton Barter Regulations 
for Imports 


PRELIMINARY details of new Mexican barter regulations for imports 


of vehicles and other goods were given in the Board of Trade Journal | 


on August 4, page 292. Further information has now been received 
and is given below. 

A Mexican importer wishing to import any of the items at present 
subject to barter (a list of these items appears below) must first 
arrange with a cotton broker to sell some Mexican cotton abroad. 
When the sale has been arranged, the broker will issue to the importer 
a certificate which he can present to the Import Licensing Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Economy and claim an import licence to a 
value equivalent to the cotton sold. The certificate and import licence 
must later be shown to the Banco Nacional de Comercio Exterior, 
who are responsible for seeing that the two transactions are satisfactorily 
concluded.

Import of Model Building Sets 
and Some Beach Toys 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Department have announced that 
the exemption from import licensing of model building sets suitable 
for construction of model buildings (ex Tariff item 239 (2)) covers 
kit sets for the construction of model buildings built to scale for use 
with model railway systems, etc., where a reasonable amount of 
construction is involved in completing the models.

The exemption from import licensing of inflatable rubber beach 
toys (ex Tariff item 239 (2)) is confined to inflatable toys such as 
rubber rings with animal heads, animal figures and similar articles 
which are designed or intended as an aid in assisting the user to swim. 
The importation of small inflatable toys which are not suitable for 
use as swimming aids is not permitted under the exemption.

THE FOLLOWING ORDER, dated August 13, was published in 
Supplement No. 3 to the Cyprus Gazette of August 16: 


1. This Order may be cited as the Customs (Commercial Samples and 
Advertising Material) (Duty Exemption) Order, 1956. 


2. Samples of negligible value so classified by the Comptroller may be 
exempted from Customs duty provided that such samples are only to be 
used for soliciting orders for goods of the kind represented by the samples 
with a view to their importation. 


3. The Comptroller may require that a: a condition of such samples 
being exempted from Customs duty in accordance with paragraph 2 hereof, 
they shall be made useless as merchandise by marking, tearing, perforation 
or other treatment, but not, however, so as to destroy their usefulness as 
samples. 


4. Dutiable samples so classified by the Comptroller may, with or without 
the intervention of a commercial traveller, be temporarily admitted, subject 
to the appropriate amount of Customs duty being deposited or security 
being given for such amount. 


5. For the purpose of paragraph 4 hereof, ‘samples’ shall mean articles 
which are representative of goods already produced or are examples of 
goods the production of which is contemplated, on condition that they: 

(a) are owned abroad and are imported solely for the purpose of being 

shown or demonstrated in the Colony for the soliciting of orders for 
to be supplied from abroad ; and 

(b) are not sold or put to normal use except for purposes of demonstration 

or used in any way for hire or reward while in the Colony; and 

(c) are intended to be re-exported in due course; and 

(d) are capable of identification on re-exportation; 
but shall not include identical articles imported by the same individual, or 
sent to a single consignee in such quantity that, taken as a whole, they no 
longer constitute samples under ordinary commercial usage. 


6. The period allowed for re-exportation of samples admitted under 
paragraph 4 hereof shall be six months or such further period as the Comp- 
troller may allow. When the period allowed for re-exportation has expired, 
the amount of Customs duty properly due shall be charged on samples 
which have not been so re-exported. Such Customs duty may also be 
charged before the expiry of the period allowed, on samples which cease 
to satisfy the conditions of paragraph 5 hereof. 


7. The Comptroller may exempt from Customs duty catalogues, price 
lists and trade notices (hereinafter referred to as ‘documents’) relating to: 

(a) goods offered for sale or hire; or 

(b) transport or commercial insurance services offered ; 

Provided that each consignment of such documents imported: 
(i) consists of not more than one documents; or 
(ii) if it consists of more than one document does not include more 
than one copy of any one document; or 

(iii) irrespective of the number of documents or copies, does not exceed 

one kilogramme in gross weight. 

8. The Comptroller may allow temporary duty-free admission under the 
conditions of paragraphs 4, 5 and 6 hereof of positive cinematograph advertis- 
ing films of a width not exceeding 16 mm. shown to his satisfaction to consist 
essentially of photographs (with or without sound track) showing the nature 
or operation of products or equipment whose qualities cannot be adequately 
demonstrated by samples or catalogues, provided that the films: 

(a) relate to products or equipment offered for sale or for hire; and 

(b) are of a kind suitable for exhibition to prospective customers but not 

for general exhibition to the public; and
